of September, inthe yeare ofour Lord, onethow- 
fand frac hundredeighty and fiue : : andrakingour | 
courſe towards Spaine, we had the winde for a few 
daics ſomewhat skant, and ſometimes calme. And - 
bang ariued neere that part of the coaſtof Spaine,

' which iscalled the Mores, we happened toeſpie 
diuerſe failes, which kepttheir courſe cloſe by the 
ſhore, the weather being faire and calme. The Ge- 
nerall cauſed the Vizcadmirall to goe withthe Pin- 
naces well manned to.ſce whatthey were, who vp- 
pon ſight ofthe aid pinnaces approching nere vn- 
to them, abandonned forthe moſt parte all their 
ſhippes(being Frenchmen) laden al withſalr, and 
bounde homewardes into France, amongſt which 
ſhips ( being all bur of ſmall burden) there was one 
fo well liked which alſo had no man in her,as being 
brought ynto the Generall, he thought good to 
make ſtay of her forthe ſeruice,meaning to pay for 
her, as was accordingly performed at ourretume, 
which barke was called the Drake.Thereſt oftheſe 
ſhips being cight or nine, were diſmiſſed without 
anything atalltaken fromthem. VVebcing after- 
wards put ſomewhartfurther off from the ſhore, by 
the contrarictic of winde, wehappened to mecre 
with ſome other French ſhips, full laden with New- 
land fiſh, being vpontheir rerume homeward from 
the faid New land ; whom the Generall after 
ſome ſpecch had with them, and ſecing plainly thar 
they were Frenchmen, diſmifſed without once ſuf- 
ring any man to goaboord ofthem, 

e day following ſtauding in with the ſhore a-

The Gouernour ſent vs ſome refreſhing , as bread, 
wine, oyle, apples, grapes, marmaladand ſuchlike. 
About midmght the weather beginnes to ouercaſt, 
infomuchthar itwas thought mecter to repaire a- 
boord,thento make any longer abode onland,and 
betore we could recouerthe Fleete,a greatrempeſt 
aroſe, which cauſed many ofour ſhips ro driue from 
their ancker hold , and ſome were forcedto fea in 
great perill,asthe barke Talbozthe barke Hawkins 
andthe Specdewell, which Speedewell onely was 
driven into England, the others recouered vs a-

- bled, which was alitle ſcartered abourtheir fiſhing, 
* &putfrothencetothe les of Cape Verde,ſayling 
till the ſixteenth of the ſame moneth inthe mor- 
ning,on which day we deſcriedthe land of $.laco, 
and inthe euening weanckered the Fleetbertwene 
the towne called the PxavorPrayandS.laco, 
where.we put on ſhore a thouſand men or more, 
vnder the leading of Maiſter Chriſtopher Carlcill 
Licutenant Generall,whodire&ed the ſeruice moſt 
like a wiſe commaunder. The place where we had 
firſt to march did affoord no order, for the 
ground was mountaines and full of dales, being a 
maruellousſtonic &troubleſome paſſage, bur ſuch 
was his induſtrious diſpoſition, as he would neuer 
leaue,vntil we had gotten vp toa faire plaine,where 
we made ſtand forthe aſſembling ofthe Army, And 
whenwe wereall gathered rogether vporthe plaine, 
ſome rwo litle miles from the rowne, the Lieure- 
nant generall thought good not ro make atrempr 
till day light: becauſethere was not one thar could 
ſerue for guide or giuing knowledge ar all of the 
place. Andtherefore after hauing well reſted,cuen 
halfe an houre before day, he commanded the Ar- 
mic to be deuided into three ſpeciall parts, ſuch as 
he appointed, whereas before we had marched by 
ſeucrall companies, beingthereunto forced by rhe 
naughtineſſc ofthe way as isaforefayd.

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Now by the time we were thusraungedinto a 
very brauc otder day light began to appeare, and 
| beingaduaunced hardto the wall, weſaweno ene- 
mic toreliſt, whereupon the Leiutenant generall 
appointed Capraine Sampſon withthirtic thot, & 
Captaine Bartonwith other thirtic, rogoc downe 
intothe towne which ſtood inthe valey vnderxs, 
and might verie plainely be veiwed all ouer from 
thatplace where the whole Army was now arriued 
& preſently afrercheſe Capraineswas ſentthe great 
Enſigne,which had nothing init but the plaine En- = 
iſh Crofle,to de placed towardesthe ſea,that our 
"fect might (ee Saint Georges Croſſe floriſh inthe 
enemiesfortreſſe, Order was giuenthart all the or- 
dinance througoutthe towne and yponallthe plar- 
formes,which wasabouefifty pecces all ready char- 
ged,ſhould beſhotofin honor ofthe Queenes Ma- 
teſties coronationday,being the ſcuententh of No- 
uember,afterthe yearly cuſtome of England,which 
was ſo anfwered againe by the ordinance outof all 
the ſhips inthe flecte whichnow was come neere, 
as it wasſtraungeto heare ſucha thondering noiſe 
latfolong together. Inthis meane while the Leiu- 
renaunt generall held till the moſt part ofthis force 
on the hill top, till ſuch time as the towne was 
quartered our for the lodging ofthe whole armie, 
which being done cucrie Captaine toke his owne 
quarter 
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ent gard ypon cuerie part of the towne that wehad 
no cauſe to feare any preſent egemie. 

Thus we continued inthe citiethe ſpace of four- 
teene daics,taking ſuch ſpoiles as the place yelded, 
which were for the moſt part, winc,oile,meale, atd 
ſome ather ſuchlike things for viauall, as vineger, 
oliues & ſome othertraſh SEAT ie "4d 
Indiantrades,But there was notfound any treafure 
atall;or anything elſc ofworth beſides. , 

The ſcituatioa of Sain&I460 is ſomwharſtrange 
in forme-liker9 a triangle, hauing onthe Eaſt and 
V Veſt ſides'two mountaines of Rocke and Cliffe, 
as it were hanging ouerit, yponthe top of which 
two mountains wasbuilded certaine fortification: 
to preſcrue the towne from. any harme that might 
be offered. Fromthence onthe South (ide of the 
towne is the maine ſea, andenthe Northfideythe 
valley lying betweene the foreſayd mountaines, 
wherein the towne ſtandcth : the faide yalley and 
townebothdo grow very narrow, infomuch that | 
the ſpace betweenc the two cliffes of this ende of 
the towne is eſtimated not to be abouc tenne 
twelueſcore ouer. _ | dad 2 

Inthe middeſt ofthe valley cometh downea ri- 
ueret, rill, or brooke of freſh water, which hard by 
the ſeaſide makethapond or poole, whereout our

ſhips were-watered with very great caſc and plea- 
ſure. Somewhataboue the towne on the North ſide 
berwecnethe two mountaines, the valley wageth 
ſomewhat largerthenarthe rownes end,which yal- 
ley is wholie conuertedinto gardens and orchards 
well repleniſhed withdiucrs forts of fruits, herbes 
& trees,as lyramons,orenges, ſuper canes, cochars 
or cochos nuts,plantens, potato roots,cocombers, 
ſmall and round onions, garlicke, and ſome other 
things notnow remembred,amongſt which the co- 
chos nuts and plantens are very pleaſant fruits,the 
ſayd cochos hauing a hard (hell and a greenehuske 
ouer it, as hath our walnut, but it farre exceedeth in 
greatneſle, for this cochos inthis greene huske is 
biggerthen any mans twofiſtes, of the hard ſhell 
many drinking cups are made herein England,and 
ſetin{1luer as I haue oftenſeene, 

Next within this hard ſhell is a white rine reſem- 
bling in ſhew very much cuen as any thing may do, 
tothewhite ofan egge when it is hard boyled. And 
within this white of the nut lyetha water, whichis 
whitiſhand very cleere, to the quantitie of halfe a 
pint or thereabouts,which watcrand white rine be- 
fore ſpoken of, are both of avery coole freſh taſte, 
and as pleaſing as anything may be, I haue heard 
ſome hold opinion,thar itis very reſtoratiue. 

” ThePlantengrowethincods, fomewharliketo 
beanes, 
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beanes, butis bigger and longer, and muchmore 
thicke together on the ſtalke , and when it waxcth 
ripe, the mcate which filleththe rine ofthe cod be- 
commeth yellow,and is exceeding ſweet and plea- 
ſant. 

In this time ofour being there, hapnedtocome 
a Portingall to the V Veſtermoſt fort, witha flag of 
truce, to whom Captaine Sampſon was ſent with 
Captaine Goring, who comming to theſayd Mef- 
ſcoger, he firſt asked them whatnartion they were, 
they aunſwered Engliſhmen, he then required to 
know if warres were betweene England & Spaine, 
. towhich they anſwered that they knew not, bur if 
he would go to their Generall he could beſt reſolue 
him of: penis and for his aſlurance ofpal- 
ſageand repaſſage, theſe Captaines made offerto 
ingage their credits, which he refuſed for thathe 
was notſent from his Gouernor, Then they tolde 
him, if his Gouernor did deſire to take a courſe for 
the common beneht ofthe people and contrie, his 
beſt way were tocome & prelenthimſelfe vnto our 
Noble and merciful Gouernor Sir Frances Drake: 
whereby he might be aſſured to finde fauour, both 
for him ſelfe and the inhabitants, Otherwiſe within 
three daies weſhould march ouer the land, and con- 
ſume withfire all inhabited places, and pur tothe 


ſworde all ſuch liuing ſoules as we ſhould chaunce

and Licutenant Fucker, with one hundred 
ſhot to make a ſtandinthe market place, vntill our 
forces
